“It is said that women will vote for 
prohibition, and that, therefore, if they 
are given the vote we shall be rid of the 
saloon evil. To those of us who do not 
think that the saloon evil can be 
abolished by general prohibition, either 
national or statewide, in states with 
large cities, and that the result of the 
effort would be worse than present con- 
ditions, this argument does not appeal. 
The lack of experience in affairs, and the 
excess of emotion on the part of women 
in reaching their political decisions upon 
questions of this kind, are what would 
lower the average practical sense and 
self-restraint of the electorate in case 
they were admitted to it now. 


Col. Irish of California, who speaks 
in the square next Wednesday evening 
from 6.45 to 7.15, is regarded as one of 
the most effective orators who ever faced 
an audience. He is one of the cam- 
paigners against woman suffrage. 
eee 


‘There is a large body of women who 
do not wish to vote and who are opposed 
to receiving the franchise. The vigor 
with which a referendum to women to 
decide the question has been opposed 
by the leading advocates of woman 
suffrage in Massachusetts and New 
York supports this conclusion, If this 


be true, it furnishes a very good reason 
for thinking that the women voters as a 
whole would not respond quickly to the 
obligation imposed upon them if the 
right to vote were given them, and, 
therefore, that for a considerable time 
we should not have in the actual vote 
cast by women the average intelligence 
of the entire body of women voters. 
The undesirables, especially women in 
congested city centers, would be easily 
induced to vote. 


The first and only visit to Andover of 
the campaigners against woman suf- 
frage comes next Wednesday evening 
from 6.45 to 7.15 in the square. Come 
and hear them, They will have some- 
thing to say worth hearing. 


“There are many respectable women 
of average imtelligence whose interest, 
however, has not been: roused, who are 
listless on the subject, and who would 
decline to make any sacrifice of time or 
convenience to perform their duty if 
given the franchise. In the country 
districts, where it takes effort to register 
and to vote, this is a serious matter even 
with men, It will be much more ob- 
structive in the case of women. The 
women who actively oppose the exten- 
sion of the franchise are, many of them, 
of the most intelligent class and their 
views would tend to keep them from the 
polls. It is a substantial reason for 
delaying the coming of the ballot to 
women that more than half of them now 
do not wish to have it. One of the chief 
grounds for giving every class a voice in 
the Government is to satisfy its desires 
and induce it to support and strengthen 
the Government. But if a class does 
not desire the responsibility and will not 
meet that responsibility by its best 
average intelligence, the reason fails.” 


Next Wednesday evening from 6,45 
to 7.15 in the square there will be some 
effectivé speakers to set forth the argu- 
ments against woman suffrage. It’s 
such a convenient hour, plenty of time 
afterwards for prayer meeting, movies, 
or other evening entertainments.

The great talk of the week has been 
the proposed loan of I am afraid to say 
how much money, as when millions are 
mentioned I am lost and cannot follow 
into billions, It is not Germany, but 
England and France that want to bor- 
row money from us to carry on the war, 
and very likely for our own advantage 
we may keep the Allies in the needful. 


After the rather trying controversies 
with Berlin about the sinking of ships 
with American citizens on hoard, Presi- 
dent Wilson has now to face what I 
would call the “Copenhagen swindle”. 
The British have taken several ships 
laden with canned meats, etc., from this 
country, which were intended to be 
unshipped at Copenhagen. As every- 
body knows that Denmark exports food 
stuffs and does not usually import 
millions of dollars’ worth, the prob- 
ability is and the fact of the matter is, 
that these big cargoes of provisions were 
for the German army. 

The Germans would not have been 
so careful of these ships as to take 
them into a harbor and wait the de- 
cision of a law court, but have just sent 
them to the bottom of the sea; ~Al- 
though Earl Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, may tell us that there has

hagen this year than there was during 
the last thirty years, we may reply by 
saying that if the Danish people buy 
and pay for the goods, it is not our 
business to find out what a buyer does 
with the goods he buys from us. “So 
there ye are,” as Dooley says. 


I have read carefully Lord Kitchener’s 
speech in the House of Lords about the 
war, and as he is a soldier and not a 
politician, what he says about Germany 
having shot her “bolt” in Russia and 
done nothing definite from a military 
point of view, shows that he’ is not 
afraid to meet the Kaiser on the battle- 
field, but not until he has men and guns 
to bring the Kaiser to his knees. 

I have also read Mr. Asquith’s serious 
talk in the House of Commons about 
the financing of the war—not simply 
the money needed to carry on the war, 
but the enormous civil list which the 
consequences of the war will bring on 
the country.. A visitor asked me why 
Kitchener did not speak in the House 
of Commons. I replied by asking him 
why does not Senator Lodge speak in 
Congress. 

Perhaps the most grave and serious 
talk about the war was what Llody 
George said lately. He told his audi- 
ence that unless the country did its 
duty as well as their sons and brothers 
at the front, Germany would be their 
masters, and said that he had now 300 
places making munitions of war and 
that any workman who tried to stop the 
output was a traitor. 

A friend of mine in a small town in 
Nova Scotia tells me that the Nova 
Scotia Steel Co., who have a-staff of 
3000 workmen, are turning out in that 
little town twelve thousand shells every 
day. 


Peace on earth and good will to men 
will come, and there is something 
radically wrong with the man who says 
that wrong will never be made right.

COMMUNICATIONS ON SUFFRAGE: 


To the Editor: 

There ure some considerations which 
‘the good women who are urging univer- 
sal suffrage ought to ponder. Perhaps 
they have pondered and the remarks 
which follow are unnecessary. 


Republics have been short-lived. Gov- 
ernment by consent of the governed 
seems just and reasonable—the best 
government; and yet Republics have 
not lasted long. The Roman Republic 
may be said te have lasted. 200 years, 
the last 50 being virtual anarchy. Fhe 
Empire which followed lasted 500 years. 
Italy has had no end of republics—most 
of them so short-lived that we hardly 
count them in our histories. France is 
trying the experiment for the third time 
that it may succeed we all wish. Swit- 
zerland has lasted. Its population is 
homogeneous and the elements of decay 
are not numerous in that country. 

As a general truth i: may be said that 
every republic which ‘has died, has 
perished through extension of the suf- 
frage, or to put it in more definite form, 
through the introduction of irrespon- 
sible voters. 

Our own republic has lasted 139 
years. Parts of it have ceased to be 
republics at all. Every considerable 
city is governed not by the will of its 
inhabitants but by a gang of politicians. 
And they are not the free choice of.the 
people, but are voted into office by those 
who are paid for their votes; 

It is said that every third man in New 
York is a Jew. Some Jews are high- 
minded and patriotic, valuable mem- 
bers of society, but there are thousands 
to whom fifty cents to two dollars is a 
stronger appeal than any patriotism. 
Other naturalized foreigners, Greeks, 
Italians, Serbs and so forth admire this 
country because it “not only gives a man 
a vote but pays him for it.”. 

Philadelphia has 20,000 negro voters. 
I would not dare to say that a single 
one of them voted his own opinion. 
They are as honest as other men. They 
often wish the best man to win, and 
talk in his favor, but two dollars for 
a few minutes’ work on election day is 
too much of a temptation to be resisted, 
It is unnecessary to multiply illus- 
trations. 

Woman suffrage will double the re- 
sponsible vote, but it will also double 
the irresponsible vote. Gwendolin will 
of course vote her convictions, but 

Dinah, Bridget, Gretchen and the rest 
will vote the opinions of the scamp who 
pays them. It is absurd to expect any-

The Editor of the Townsman: 

My dear Sir:— 

Almost every week you allow the ad- 
voeates of Woman Suffrage and those 
who are opposed to-it’ to’ take up~a 
column or so in which to advance their 
views, opinions, and arguments. Will 
you be so kind as to let one who is 
neither a “Pro” nor an “Anti”, but 
who has been getting it from both sides, 
to air his views in a neutral column? 

It is impossible for one to say that he 
is not interested in the suffrage move- 
‘ment, for even though he were anxious 
not to be, he could not turn a corner 
or a page of a newspaper without being 
reminded by poster or advertisement, 
that it is the subject uppermost in the 
minds of the majority of his fellow- 
citizens. He is more than interested,— 
he is moved, and chiefly by the serious- 
ness with which each side, those for and 
those against woman suffrage, support 
their contentions. It would seem as if 
the most ardent advocates of either 
side were actuated almost by religious 
motives. They show this not only by 
‘their seeming to adopt their standpoint 
through Faith,—the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen—, and also by the intolerant and 
often bitter attitude they take toward 
their opponents, refusing to see things 
from their point of view, and even heap- 
ing ridicule, whenever possible, on any 
opinions or arguments that may be 
advanced by those who differ from 
them, 

It is because the question is so vital 
a one to many, both for and against the 
movement, so bios of their religion, that 
one who would be neutral feels that he 
must exercise great care not to offend 
the sensibilities of either party,—not 
through weakness, not through a desire 
to keep on the good side of each body—, 
but through an earnest wish to avoid 
hurting feelings, whether they be right 
or wrong, that go very deep, 

I believe that there is a great need of 
reform in the suffrage, and so I am at 
present opposed to granting woman the 
vote, because, should it be given them, 
it would make the body of voters larger 
and more unwieldy than it is now, it 
would complicate the machinery, and 
make a reform harder to be brought 
about even than it would be now. I 
should like to see suffrage depend not 
on sex but on intelligence. I should not 
like to have women given the vote now 
because I am afraid that should it be 
given to them, they, like the men of the 
present day who have it, would be satis- 
tied to let well enough alone.

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Two open-air meetings were held. in 
Andover last Saturday night under the 
auspices of the Andover Equal Suffrage 
League. At the first one, held in Bal- 
lardvale. at 7 o’clock, Mrs. Glendower 
Evans of Boston sp to over a hun- 
dred people gathered in the center. 
After this meeting Mrs. Evans ad- 
dressed more than two hundred people 
in Andover Square.. Before the ad- 
dresses William White interested the 
crowd by playing Scotch melodies on 
the bagpipes. 

Perley Gilbert introduced the speaker 
at both meetings. He spoke of the 
splendid work done by Mrs. Evans for 

e benefit of wage-earning women 
and girls, and her former work on the 
Minimum Wage. Commission of Massa- 
chusetts, and also referred to her interest 
in the Peace Movement and the active 
part taken at the Peace Congress at 
The Hague by Mrs. Evans. Incidentally 
Mr. Gilbert referred to- his nal 
views on the question of Equal Suffrage 
for women. He said he had been un- 
decided as to how he should vote next 
November until he read a poster dis- 
played in the Cross Coal Company of- 
fice, placed there by one opposed to 
équal suffrage. He said-he was con- 
vinced that the argument could not be 
the conviction of the majority but the 
sentiment of a “grafting politician’, 
and he was ready to vote “Yes” on the 
question ‘at the polls November 2. 

In her arguments Mrs. Evans did not 
promise the “millenium” or a “per- 
fect government”, but a new impulse 
toward good citizenship which societ 
cannot afford to do without. She said, 
‘Every state where the women vote will 
bear witness to the impetus which is 
given to the interests which lie nearest 
their hearts. Men and women are co- 
inhabitants of the earth, and together 
they are working out their destiny, The 
home is the most successful institution 
in the world. And the home is governed 
by men and women together.” 

One after the other the Western States 
adopted equal suffrage on the experi- 
ence of neighboring states. They saw

Staging an Insult 


Some of Andover’s best citizens, a 
good-sized. group of them, were in- 
vited by the postmaster to go to the 
postoffice last Monday, and meet the 
inspectors who were in Andover to 
determine what should be done relative 
to a new lease for the Andover post- 
office quarters. Without a single ex- 


=| ception the men whom the writer has 


talked. with. are unanimous in the state- 
ment that after going they couldn’t 
understand why they had been invited, 
as the whole purpose of the meeting was 
that the inspectors might have an op- 
portunity to justify their already fixed 
determination to locate the office in 
the proposed new building on Essex 
Street. 

We wonder how. those elements in 
Andover who combined with similar 
interests all over the United States 
must feel over the result of their 
agitation which leads to a slap in the 
face for every business interest and 
every other interest so far as we can 
learn, by the United States Govern- 
ment under the control of the Demo- 
cratic party which these people put into 
power. An excellent lady, a widow, 
said to the writer that she wished every 
one of those people who made trouble for 
the Republican party so as to allow the 
present administration to exist, could 
be tarred and feathered and ridden on 
a rail, The poor woman was wroth; 
she had been having some postoflice 
experience and she was bemoaning 
further postoffice experience she is to 
have after the office goes down to 
Essex Street. : 


It won't do any good to get angry over 
this situation. If it would, the writer 
would be very glad to contribute his 
share, difficult as it is for him to get 
into that state of mind; but it may not 
be out of place for a record to be made 
of just what is going on in the present 
manipulation to give a group of men in 
temporary power an opportunity to 
invest their money profitably with the 
resultant insult to the people. of Ando- 
ver. 


It was clear that the postoffice in- 
spectors have already pledged them- 
selves to locate the postoffice in a new 
building to be constructed on Essex 
Street by a man who lives in Lawrence; 
the financing to be provided by this man 
and the present postmaster of the town 
of Andover. 

It was clear to the men who waited 
upon the inspectors last Monday, that 
the affair had been skilfully staged so 
that the quarters of the postoffice should 
present a crowded appearance and thus 
make an impression upon those in at- 
tendance that much larger quarters 
were required. It has been stated that 
the parcel post had been held for two 
days in the office for this purpose. 

A number of citizens were told that 
there was nothing else to do but to 
move the postoflice to Essex Street, 
because of the saving of money, and in 
every case that we have been able to 
discover, no reference was made to 
the fact that for two of the propositions 
in the center of the town, a reduction 
of rent had been made sufficient to 
more than offset the saving thus 
claimed. 

So far as we can learn, none of the 
citizens were given’ any knowledge of 
the fact that there had been made any 
proposition for a location for the post- 
office in a building, constructed espe- 
cially for it, and to occupy all the area 
necessary, on Barnard Street. This was 
evidently overlooked deliberately, so 
that the general public would get the 
impression that present quarters- were 
overcrowded, that there was no relief 
for the situation through remodelling 
present quarters, and thus the only 
alternative was to go to Essex Street. 

To invite reputable Andover citizens 
into a conference ‘where the decision 
had already been made,.as was done in 
this.case by the postmaster, is a direct 
insult to the public of Andover, and this 
insult should not be forgotten when 
the question of further extending power 
to the Democratic party is up for con- 
sideration. 

What can be done about it? The 
writer is frank to say that he cannot 
see the way out. The senior United 
States Senator openly states that a 
Republican senator has less infiuence 
in Washington than a Democratic city 
councilman, and this after he had 
given much attention to the Andover 
situation. The Democrats are in the 
saddle and every community has its

Reaping the Consequences 


Andover has had a strenuous week, 
and the Democrats have played a very 
commanding part in it. They have 
pulled off the National trick of pretend- 
ing to give the people of Andover a 
chance to object to a location for the 
postoflice, already fully determined, and 
in which practically all of those inter- 
ested have put their money, thus making 
it absolutely necessary that they get 
theirs. The local trick has been just 
as skilfully managed. From best rec- 
ords obtainable, the local Democrats 
cast something over three hundred 
votes in the primary last Tuesday, with 
the highest ballot marked for any 
Democrat, that for the Democratic 
Governor, showing that eighty-five Dem- 
ocratic ballots in all. were marked. 
What happened to the other two hun- 
dred plus? 


Several days previous to the caucus 
the writer was told very plainly that 
the Democrats would undoubtedly go 
into the caucus and nominate the man 
who was nominated, in the belief that 
he would be the weakest candidate at 
the polls. The writer ceased to attempt 
any management of Republican politics 
in Andover several years ago, hence he 
paid little attention to the information 
given to him. The result is not pleas- 
ing to Andover people and what the 
ultimate answer will be, no one can tell 
at this stage. 


Important as it is that Andover 
should. have a_ representative capable 
of maintaining the best interests of 
this particular town, we are incliaed to 
think it is much more important at 
the present time, that we should be 
considering some ways of cleaning up 
political conditions in Andover that have 
been going from bad to worse for the 
last few years. The spirit of irrespon- 
sibility has gotten hold of too many of 
our citizens, and we are not referring 
at all in this statement to the class of 
citizens who have usually failed to 
assume their proper share of respon- 
sibility in the persons of the wealthy 
and aristocratic types who have thought 
politics was something that they ought 
not to interfere with, We are now re- 
ferring to the average man on the street 
who has been willing to listen to all 
sorts of appeals, provided they carry 
with them an attack upon somebody, 
and to_answer such appeals by their 
support without any thought of the 
consequences. 


Consequences are now beginning to 
tell. One consequence of this sort of 
attitude is what is happening to Ando- 
ver through the administration of 
affairs by Democratic Washington, 
worked out through the cheapest sort 
of Democratic Andover. Many other 
little incidents could be named, but 
we have a striking local illustration of 
the result of this sort of attitude, in 
the casting of vote after vote in Tues- 
day’s primaries, for ‘‘White for Sheriff 
and Gleason for Representative,’”’— an 
interesting combination when one real- 
izes that such votes represented, prob- 
ably nine times out of ten, the ballot of a 
“Dyed in the wool Democrat”. 

Now it isn’t the big men of Andover 
who must take the consequences; it is 
the average every-day man on the street 
who for the past two years under Demo- 
cratic rule has had the poorest times he 
has had since the last Democratic rule, 
and if it had not been for the war, 
would have stood a good chance of 
having much less income than he even 
has had.

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Nearly 1000 Votes Cast in Tuesday’s Election. McCall and 


Coolidge Easily Carry the 


Town. Nesbit G. Gleason 


Secures Representative Nomination. 


The primaries in Andover brought 
out a larger vote than was anticipated 
by any of the town officials or those 
familiar with local elections. In Pre- 
cinct 1, 895 ballots were cast, while in 
Precinct 2, Ballardvale, there were 92 
visitors to the polls. 


The weather in the morning was 
very unfavorable for the voters, a cold, 
raw wind making it very unpleasant for 
those who came to the polls from a dis- 
tance. During the morning the wind 
shifted to the east, and at noon it was 
raining hard. During the afternoon 
the sun came out again and from 4 
o'clock to 8, when the polls closed, 


“many voters from the outlying dis- 


tricts aie in to register their choice 
for the various State and County $of- 
ficers. 

The heavy voting was brought about, 
no doubt, from the interest in the con- 
test for Representative to the General 
Court, which was won by Nesbit G. 


| Bailey was second and Barnett Rogers 
was a close third, having only two votes 
less than Mr. Bailey. Clarence H. 
Weeks was fourth with a very small 
vote. . 

The Republican voters gave to Con- 
gressman McCall a strong endorsement 
in the contest with Grafton Cushing 
for the nomination for Governor. He 
had more than twice as many votes as 
Mr. Cushing, and Eugene N. Foss ran 
poorly for third place with only 61 
votes. 

In the Councillor fight James F. 
Ingraham had a plurality of 110 over 
Frederick H. Tarr, and in the contest for 
Sheriff Samuel A. Johnson led William 
P. White by 303 votes, 

The polls opened at 12 o'clock at 
noon and closed at 8 in the evening, 
Under the law no counting can be done 
until the voting ceases.

Thieves at Bookstore 


During last Friday night or early 
Saturday morning, burglars entered the 
Andover Bookstore and stole goods to 
the value of several hundred dollars.

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The Shakespeare Festival

For some years now, the entire Eng-. 
lish-speaking werld has been looking 
forward to commemorating, this coming 
winter, the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of Shakespeare’s death. So much 
of the English-speaking world as is still 
left alive will carry out the plan; and it 
is especially fitting that Andover, which 
takes its name from a town in Shake- 
speare’s neighborhood and whose own 
history goes back almost to Shake- 
speare’s time, should be among the 
first to take part. is 

The festival, under the title ‘‘ Merrie 
England” will occupy the Andover 
town hall on the afternoons and even- 
ings of October 20, 21, and 22. 

The sétting will be strictly Shake- 
spearean. The gallery at the back of 
the hall will become the balcony of the 
ancient inn that gives on the village 
green—just such a balcony as Romeo 
climbed to Juliet. The platform oppo- 
site becomes the “plastic stage” for 
which the great dramatist developed his 
technique. The trading booths which 
rim the village green are each 
designed: after some one of Shake- 
speare’s plays, and the ladies who pre- 
side over them will wear the costumes 
of the characters. 

The stage performance, which will be 
different every evening, will also be 
strictly of the period. This will include, 
along with other things, the Masque 
ifrom the Tempest; the “‘Tutored Bear” 
and se po heey hee Ese — 
of Shakespeare’s frien: n. Jonson;.

Staging an Insult 


Some of Andover’s best citizens, a 
good-sized group of them, were in- 
vited by the postmaster to go to the 
postoffice last Monday, and meet the 
inspectors who were in Andover to 
determine what should be done relative 
to a new lease for the Andover post- 
office quarters. Without a single ex- 
ception the men whom the writer has 
talked with are unanimous in the state- 
ment that after going they couldn’t 
understand why they had been invited, 
as the whole purpose of the meeting was 
that the inspectors might have an op- 
portunity. to justify their already: fixed 
determination to locate the office in 
the proposed new building on Essex 
Street. 

We wonder how those elements in 
Andover who combined with similar 
interests all over the United States 
must feel over the result of their 
agitation which leads to a slap in the 
face for every business interest and 
every other interest so far as we can 
learn, by the United States Govern- 
ment under the control of the Demo- 
cratic party which these people put into 
power. An excellent lady, a widow, 
said to the writer that she wished every 
one of those people who made trouble for 
the Republican party so as to allow the 
present administration to exist, could 
be tarred and feathered and ridden on 
a rail, The poor woman was wroth; 
she had been having some postoflice 
experience and she was bemoaning 
further postoffice experience she is to 
have after the office goes down to 
Essex Street. 

It won't do any good to get angry over 
this situation. If it would, the writer 
would be very glad to contribute his 
share, difficult as it is for him to get 
into that state of mind; but it may not 
be out of place for a record to be made 
of just what is going on in the present 
manipulation to give a group of men in 
temporary power an opportunity to 
invest their money profitably with the 
resultant insult to the people of Ando- 
ver. 

It was clear that the postoffice in- 
spectors have already pledged them- 
selves to locate the postoflice in a new 
building to be constructed on Essex 
Street by a man who lives in Lawrence, 
the financing to be provided by this man 
and the present postmaster of the town 
of Andover. 

It was clear to the men who waited 
upon the inspectors last Monday, that 
the affair had been skilfully staged so 
that the quarters of the postoffice should 
present a crowded appearance and thus 
make an impression upon those in at- 
tendance that much larger quarters 
were required. It has been stated that 
the parcel post had been held for two 
days in the office for this purpose. 

A number of citizens were told that 
there was nothing else to do but to 
move the postoflice to Essex Street, 
because of the saving of money, and in 
every case that we have been able to 
discover, no reference was made to 
the fact that for two of the propositions 
in the center of the town, a reduction 
of rent had been made sufficient to 
more than offset the saving thus 
claimed. 

So far as we can learn, none of the 
citizens were given any knowledge of 
the fact that there had been made any 
proposition for a location for the post- 
office in a building, constructed espe- 
cially for it, and to occupy all the area 
necessary, on Barnard Street. This was 
evidently overlooked deliberately, so 
that the general public would get the 
impression that present quarters. were 
overcrowded, that there was no relief 
for the situation through remodelling 
present quarters, and thus the only 
alternative was to go to Essex Street. 

To invite reputable Andover citizens 
into a conference where the decision 
had already been made, as was done in 
this case by the postmaster, is a direct 
insult to the public of Andover, and this 
insult should not be forgotten when 
the question of further extending power 
to the Democratic party is up for con- 
sideration. 

What can be done about it? The 
writer is frank to say that he cannot- 
see the way out. The senior United 
States Senator openly states that a 
Republican senator has less infiuence 
in Washington than a Democratic city 
councilman, and this after he had 
given much attention to the Andover 
situation. The Democrats are in the 
saddle and every community has its 
“Rough Rider”. The Andover rider 
is certainly ploughing ahead “rough 
shod”. 


A Strong Ticket 


The result of the primary on Tues- 
day, taken from a broad standpoint, 
means much to good government in 
Massachusetts. 

Seldom has the State seen a more 
vigorous campaign than that waged by 
the Republican candidates for several 
important positions, and the result is 
extremely gratifying to men who like 
to work out political contests along the 
ines of fair-play based upon discussion 
of real issues. On this sort of a cam- 
paign, the Republicans will put before 
the voters in November one of the 
strongest tickets they have ever chosen, 
under the leadership of Mr. McCall as 


Coolidge as a candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor. Both made splendid runs 
and both had good clean leads over 
their opponents. 


There will be abundant time to dis- 
cuss the reasons why they should be 
elected over their Democratic oppo- 
nents, and it won’t be any mistake for 
the voters to have at least a week or two 
in which to recover their composure 
after the contest just passed. At the 
best, this can be only for a week or 
two, for Massachusetts has gotten into 
the place where she takes her- politics 
almost daily the year round. 

Andover is peculiarly pleased over the 
selection of Mr. Cox of Lawrence for 
District Attorney, and the choice made 
for most of the offices for which voters 
will mark in November is a_ highly 
creditable one. 


Reaping the Consequences 


Andover has had a strenuous week, 
and the Democrats have played a very 
commanding part in it. They have 
pulled off the National trick of pretend- 
ing to give the people of Andover a 
chance to object to a location for the 
postoflice, already fully determined, and 
in which practically all of those inter- 
ested have put their money, thus making 
it absolutely necessary that they get 
theirs. The local trick has been just 
as skilfully managed. From best rec- 
ords obtainable, the local Democrats 
cast something over three hundred 
votes in the primary last Tuesday, with 
the highest ballot’ marked for any 
Democrat, that for the Democratic 
Governor, showing that eighty-five Dem- 
ocratic ballots in all were marked. 
What happened to the other two hun- 
dred plus? 


Several days previous to the caucus 
the writer was told very plainly that 
the Democrats would undoubtedly go 
into the caucus and nominate the man 
who was nominated, in the belief that 
he would be the weakest candidate at 

| the polls. The writer ceased to attempt 
any management of Republican politics 
in Andover several years‘ago, hence he 
paid little attention to the information 
given to him. The result is not pleas- 
ing to Andover people and what the 
ultimate answer will be, no one can tell 
at this stage. 

Important as it is that Andover 
should have a_ representative capable 
of maintaining the best interests of 
this particular town, we are incliaed to 
think it is much more important at 
the present time, that we should be 
considering some ways of cleaning up 
political conditions in Andover that have 
been going from bad to worse for the 
last few years. The spirit of irrespon- 
sibility has gotten hold of too many of 
our citizens, and we are not referring 
at all in this statement to the class of 
citizens who have usually failed to 
assume their proper share of respon- 
sibility in the persons of the wealthy 
and aristocratic types who have thought 
politics was something that they ought 
not to interfere with. We are now re- 


ferring to the average man on the street | 


who has been willing to listen to all 
sorts of appeals, provided they carry 
with them an attack upon somebody, 
and to answer such appeals-by—their 
support without any thought of the 
consequences. 

Consequences are now beginning to 
tell. One consequence of this sort of 
attitude is what is happening to Ando- 
ver through the administration of 
affairs by Democratic Washington, 
worked out through the cheapest sort 
of Democratic Andover. Many other 
little incidents could be named, but 
we have a striking local illustration of 
the result of this sort of attitude, in 
the casting of vote after vote in Tues- 
day’s primaries, for ‘‘ White for Sheriff 
and Gleason for Representative,’’— an 
interesting combination when one real- 
izes that such votes represented, prob- 
ably nine times out of ten, the ballot of a 
“Dyed in the wool Democrat”. 

Now it isn’t the big men of Andover 
who must take the consequences; it is 
the average every-day man on the street 
who for the past two years under Demo- 
cratic rule has had the poorest times he 
has had since the last Democratic rule, 
and if it had not been for the war, 
would have stood a good chance of 
having much less income than he even 
has had. 


The Townsman hasn’t the least in- 
terest in correcting this situation for its 
own sake; but as a lover of this com- 
munity and an advocate of all sorts of 
good things, we cannot refrain from 
sounding the alarm, which we wish 
might reach the workers in the mills, 
the clerks and store-keepers, and the 
every-day citizen whose careless atti- 
tude has had so much to do with bring- 
ing about present conditions. Andover 
doesn’t need a Republican representa- 
tive or Republican administration any- 
where, just because it is Republican, 
but Andover does need Republican 
representatives and Republican gov- 
ernment because under them Andover 
has prospered and Andover conditions 
have been representative of the right 
things. Isn’t it time for us to get back, 
and through the right kind of co- 
operation and interest, restore political 
conditions to their long-established 
standards of clean management and

Nearly 1000 Votes Cast in Tiesday’s Election. 


Coolidge Easily Carry the 


McCall and 
Town. Nesbit G. Gleason 


Secures Representative Nomination. 


The primaries in Andover brought 

out a larger vote than was anticipated 
by any of the town officials or those 
familiar with local elections. In Pre- 
cinct 1, 895 ballots were cast, while in 
Precinct 2, Ballardvale, there were 92 
visitors to the polls. 
The weather in the morning was 
very unfavorable for the voters, a cold, 
raw wind making it very unpleasant for 
those who came to the polls from a dis- 
tance. During the morning the wind 
shifted to the east, and at noon it was 
raining hard. During the afternoon 
the sun came out again and from 4 
o’clock to 8, when the polls closed, 
‘many voters from the outlying dis- 
tricts came in to register their choice 
for the various State and County of- 
ficers. 

The heavy voting was brought about, 
no doubt, from the interest in the con- 
test for Representative to the General 
Court, which was won by Nesbit G. 


| Bailey was second and Barnett Rogers 
was a close third, having only two votes 
less than Mr. Bailey. Clarence H, 
Weeks was fourth with a very small 
vote. 

The Republican voters gave to Con- 
gressman McCall a strong endorsement 
in the contest with Grafton Cushing 
for the nomination for Governor. He 
had more than twice as many votes as 
Mr. Cushing, and Eugene N. Foss ran 
poorly for third place with only 61 
votes. . 

In the Councillor fight James F, 
Ingraham had a plurality of 110 over 
Frederick H. Tarr, and in the contest for

Thieves at Bookstore

The Shakespeare Festival 


For some years now, the entire Eng-. 
lish-speaking world has been looking 
forward to commemorating, this coming 
winter, the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of Shakespeare’s death. So much 
of the Eriglish-speaking world as is still 
left alive will carry out the plan; and it 
is especially fitting that Andover, which 
takes its name from a town in Shake-

speare’s neighborhood and whose own 
history goes back almost to Shake- 
speare’s time, should be among the 
first to take part. 

The festival, under the title “ Mere 
England” will occupy the Andover 
town hall on the afternoons and even- 
ings of October 20, 21, and 22. 

The sétting will be strictly Shake- 
spearean. ‘The gallery at the back of 
the hall will become the balcony of the 
ancient inn that gives on the village 
green—just such a balcony as Romeo 
climbed to Juliet. The platform oppo- 
site becomes the “plastic stage” for 
which the great dramatist developed his 
technique. The trading booths which 
rim the village green are each 
designed after some one of Shake- 
speare’s plays, and the ladies who pre- 
side over them will wear the costumes 
of the characters. 

The stage performance, which will be 
different every evening, will also be 
strictly of the period. This will include, 
along with other things, the Masque 
from the Tempest; the ‘“‘Tutored Bear” 
and other episodes from the masques 
of Shakespeare’s friend, Ben ana 
‘the ancient Mummjng Play of St. Geor, ge 
and the Dragon. There will also 
old folk and Morris dances, a court 
dance, and a dance of swords. The 
music, too, will be ancient—old Eng- 
lish glees, ballads, and madrigals. All 
these will be sung, danced, or ached in 
the costume of the period. 

The festival, in short, is to be not 
only a beautiful work of art, but a 
lesson in history as well.

Traffic Census Figures lg 


The State Highway Commission has 
given out the first figures in connection 
with the traffic census recently. com- 
pleted under its direction. A traffic 
census is taken each year in order to 
determine the number and kind of 
vehicleg-used on the state highway. 
From these figures the commission de- 
termines what class of vehicles wear the 
highways the most severely and what 
type of highway construction is the 
most desirable to meet the ever-chang- 
ing highway traffic.

Not Living Up to the Law 


It became known Wednesday that 
for the past ten years the street railway 
companies in Massachusetts have not 
been living up to the law, inasmuch as 
they have disregarded Section 131 of 
Part II of Chapter 463 of the Acts of 
1906, which provides that in their an- 
nual returns these companies shall set 
forth copies of all leases and contracts 
made during the year with other com- 
panies and individuals. 

As a result of this disclosure the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, through its sec- 
retary, has sent to the heads of the 
various street railway companies op- 
erating within the state limits an order 
to comply with the law or suffer the con- 
sequences. 

The commission states in another 
order that it will expect the railway 
companies, for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1915, and thereafter, to comply 
strictly with this provision by filing 
with their returns, not only copies of all 
leases and operating contracts made 
during the years with other street rail- 
way companies, but also copies of all 
written contracts and agreements which 
are made with other companies or in- 
dividuals. The commission, however, 
will not exact copies of informal con- 
tracts relative to the purchase of ma+ 
terials or supplies and involving an 
expenditure of less than $5000.

Andover in India 


The Townsman has had within a few 
weeks notices of the remarkable edu- 
cational work in the Japanese empire, 
resulting from the long-ago study here 
of Joseph Hardy Neesima, who became 
the founder of Doshisha University. 
That was Andover in Japan. A week 
or two ago a record followed of the 
visit of Mr. Partridge, Andovef Semi- 
nary,{1898, and his thrilling report of 
missionary work among the Armenians 
—all the more interesting because of 
the fact that Mrs. Partridge and her 
sister, Mary Graffam, were well-known 
Andover girls. That was Andover in 
Turkey. 

Now comes a letter from Rev. John 
X. Miller of the Madura Mission in 
India, acknowledging receipt of a con- 
tribution handed me to send towards 
the help of his great school at Pasumalai. 
As Mr. and Mrs. Miller were well- 


- known residents on Porter road during 


his Seminary course here, an acquaint- 
ance pleasantly renewed on the occasion 
of their visit at Andover three years 
ago when he spoke at the Free church, 
I ask permission to make a few extracts 
from his letter. ‘Thanks for the con- 
tribution, which will be used for book- 
lets in the Social Service campaign I 
have undertaken to organize. The 
caste system is opposed to any idea of 
this sort; it is difficult for them to under- 
stand why service for our fellowmen 
can be service for God. When they 
grasp some day the Master’s idea of 
‘not being ministered unto, but to min- 
ister,’ it will mean the breaking up of 
the caste system, the greatest hindrance 
to the progress of the gospel in India. 
Just at present we are preparing for the 
school anniversary in our schocl of 650 
boys, which we are to make a patriotic 
occasion. India has been splendidly 
loyal to the Empire, and we have been 
spared the horrors of war. Mrs. Miller 
and I became greatly attached to the 
Andover Hill residents, and I wish you 
would give our cordial greetings to all 
our friends. We have recently read 
of the death of Professor Graves—an- 
other good man gone to his reward. Is 
Mr. Fisher's address still in Andover? 
I wrote him, but got no reply. Give 
him my very kindest regards. Sorry to 
hear that Professor Taylor is so feeble. 
Remember us very kindly to him and 
Mrs. Taylor; they were very kind to me 
when I was home on furlough.” Alas, 
it was too late to give the message to 
him—it came on the day of his burial. 

Two days later, India was again rep- 
resented by Rev. John §. Chandler of 
the same Madura Mission, who spent 
the Sabbath here, preaching at the 
‘South church, and showing in the even- 
ing a wonderful series of stereopticon 
views of Indian scenery, temples, and 
other illustrations of the old life and 
the new life in that great empire. Al- 
though Mr. Chandler was not himself 
an Andover student, he is a brother-in- 
law of George S. Minor, and a Yale 
classmate of Walter Buck. This is 
surely “Andover in India”, for from 
the time when the first American 
“Christian heralds‘’, Adoniram Jud- 
son and the others, as commemorated 
by the Rabbit’s Rock memorial bowlder, 
bore the tidings to “India’s climes” (as 
the old hymn: was worded then, instead 
of ‘distant climes”), down to our 
Edward Carter, Andover has had its 
formative hand in the Christian civiliza- 
tion of India, as well as of nearly every 
other country on the round globe. We 
cannot be too glad and too grateful for 
this glorious “by-product” of Ando- 
ver’s historic part in the world’s edu- 
cation!

Editor of the Townsman: 

The query in the Townsman of Sep- 
tember 17 is easily answered. Miss 
Bailey’s Historical Sketches of Andover, 
page 531, tells us that a “Social Li- 
brary’’ was in existence in Andover 
(North Parish) in 1770 and continued 
for some seventy years thereafter, the 
last printed catalogue appearing in 1835. 
Its books were sold at auction a few 
years later and the organization ceased 
to exist. I saw quite a number of these 
books at the North Parish in my boy- 
hood days, and now have two very 
interesting, rusty, musty-smelling 
leather-bound volumes which came from 
it, Gilbert Burnet’s “Abridgement of 
the History of the Reformation of the 
Church of England”’, published in Lon- 
don in 1682, and the first volume of 
Thomas Hutchinson’s History of Massa- 
chusetts, published at Salem in 1795. 
Hutchinson was three times governor 
of this province, his last term being 
from 1771 to 1774. He was a pains- 
taking author, fortifying and amplifying 
his narrative with many citations and 
footnotes, and as a sample of the latter 
I will quote from one in his narrative of 
the storming of the Narragansett In- 
dian fort near Mount Hope in Rhode 
Island, December, 1675, in which one 
Joshua Tesse, a renegade white man, 
participated on the Indian side. The 
writer of the letter quoted says Tesse 
‘*had married an Indian woman, a 
Wampanoag. He shot twenty times at 
us in the swamp, was taken at Provi- 
dence Jan. 14, brought to us the 16th, 
executed the 18th. A sad wretch, he 
never heard a sermon but once these 14 
years.”
